The morning trains brought out parents, rel- 
atives, and friends of the pupils and sisters, 
and during the rest of the day carriages, bug- 
gies, sleighs, and all manner of vehicles whirled 
through the crisp snow into Belleville's main 
THE SEARCH FOR THE DEAD. ; 
Lists of the missing and living were prepared 
for easy reference, A temporary morgue had 
been improvised, and the search for the dead 
in the ruins of the Convent of the Immaculate 
Conception was pushed with redoubled vigor. 
Every one was intent on discovering the names 
and numbers of the lost. The work was neces- 
sarily slow and tedious of performance, as only 
two men could be employed at any one time. 


+ The searchers were careful in their examina- 


tion, and each spadeful of dirt was turned over 
and sifted through the fingers of the exam- 
iners. 4 

By nightfall eleven fragmentary remnants of 
what were once human bodies were exhumed. 
Nine of the charred forms were recognized and 
positively identified by friends as soon as they 
were exposed, and preparations were at once 
begun to give the bones a respectable inter- 
ment as soon as the Coroner’s jury will visit

THE BUILDING. . 

The Institute of the Immaculate Conception 
was a three-story brick building with a mansard 
roof, and had a frontage of 180 feet and a depth 
of 100 feet. The construction of the main or 
older part of the building was commenced in 
1857, and was occupied for the purpose for 
which it was intended in 1859 under charge of 
Sister Mary Jerome as Mother Superior. 
The school was opened in that year with sev- 
enty-five pupils, and has continually prospered 
since that time. The east and west wings of 
the structure were added some years later in 
order to accommodate the increasing patron- 
age, and also furnish quarters for the sister- 
hood. Inthé west wing was a chapel built in 
the Byzantine style, and occupying the space 
from the third floor upward to the roof. The 
altar appointments were especially rich and 
costly. In the east wing was a large 
exhibition hall fifty feet and, 
like the chapel, also rising fmm _ the 
third floor to the roof. In the basement of the 
east wing was placed the gas generator, and in 
the west wing the furnace was situated. On 
the first floor were located the recéption-rooms, 
parlors, school-rooms, dining- room. eto., and 
in the rear was the kitchen. The second 
floor was also used partly for 
school purposes, and as a dormitory for 
candidates and lay sisters. The story above 
this was used for general purposes. A veranda 
occupied the space below the two wings in the 


rear, this veranda being at the first floor, the 
poof extending to a level with the third floor.

The indications are that Jack Frost has raised 
his siege. Not that the weather yesterday was 
particularly torrid, but it was so much warmer 
than it was Friday and Saturday that a walk on

ortably wurm, and the small congregations 
had to shiver through the services. 

The streets were comparatively deserted by 
buggies and cutters, and there was very little 
pleasure-driving.

New Yor«, Jan. 6.—[Special.}—Four physi- 
clans have decided that Dr. Eduard Lasker, 
the eminent German liberalist, died from a 
combination of four dis®ases—degeneration 
ef the blood vessels, softtning of the 
brain, dilatfon and fatty degeneration of 
the heart, and an affection of the lungs. The 
medical men at the autopsy today were Dr. 
William H. Welch, of the Bellevue Medical 
Coliege; Dr. Abraham Jacobi, the attendant 
physician of Dr. Lasker; Dr. C. F. Buffum, 
who was called in at the livery stable, and W.

It was bought, 
and the buying caused a rally in the Northern 
Vac preferred stock of about nine points. 
When the buying stopped the stocks began to 
sink again, and soon followed the immense 
break in them. The indebted- 
ness of the Oregon & Transcontinental Com- 
pany may be acconnted for by suppos- 
ing that the syndicate, finding that their 
speculation had been a hopeless failure, shift- 
ed their individual losses on the Oregon & 
Transcontinental Company. In other words, 
that they made the company the speculator 
when the speculation went against them; and 
their losses were charged up. and stand now 

up, as debts of the company to them, 
except such part as was extinguished by the 
recent sale of $9,000,000 of its securities. The 
losers took that as satisfaction for a portion of 
the total debt; and there still remains 
$11,000,000, which they will try to get back as 
best they can.

A Veracious Correspondent Details the 
Story of Its Ransom by Judge 
Hilton. So 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The 
Globe publishes a special from New York, 
giving what is alleged to be the true story of 
the recovery of Stewart’s body. The cor 
respondent, who claims to speak on high au- 
thority, says Judge Hilton woke up to the peril 
of refusing to négotiaté with the robbers in 
the fall of 1881, when one of bie servants, 
happening to go out of the door at night, dis- 
covered some men at the foot of along ladder 
that was erected agaiust the side of the man- 
sion. They immediately fled and he alarmed 
the household. At the top of the ladder 
a window was open, the window of the room 
where slept Judge Hilton's 7-year old son. 
Then came an anonymous letter: Tou were 
in time last night; next time you will be too 
late.“ Hilton yielded to Mrs. Stewart's view 
of the case, and negotiations were reopened. 
There was a good deal of shrewd bargaining as 
to the actual sum of money to be paid, and at 
last the sum of $50,000 was fixed on, the thieves 
insisting on getting the money in hand before 
dehvering the body. The place select- 
ed for the delivery was a small 
bare hill in Westchester County, commanding 
the approaches from every side. The directions 
to Judge Hilton ran virtually thus: We will 
be there at 4 o clock Sunday morning with the 
body. You send one man unarmed on foot 
with $50,000 for us. When he has given us the 
money we will leave him 19 possession of the 
body. was actually carried out.

Particulars of the Accident Wherein Mem- 
bers of the Yale Glee Club 
‘ | | 


Ky., Jan. 6.—[{Special.]—Eight- 
een of the Yale students who were in the 
sleeper City of Worcester, which was telescoped 


and wrecked at Charlestown, Ind., last night, 


arrived in town today and are at the Galt 
House. Nearly all of them are suffering with 
cuts, bruises, and sprains. The two students, 
Otis Strong of Auburn, N. T., and W. W. 
Crehore of Cleveland, O., who were the worst 
sufferers, are still at Charlestown under the 
care of surgeons. | 

Young Strong's case is peculiarly pathetic. 
Heisa bright and handsome Junior, with a 
splendid mind and asunny disposition. He was 
a tall, athletic,’ manly youth, with a splendid 
bass voice and a great fondness for outdoor 
games. His right leg has been amputated, and 
the left will probably suffer the same fate. His 
brother Frank is with him. 

Crehore, a popular Senior, sustained a com- 
pound tracture of the left leg, but is doing well, 
and the member may be saved. 

CAUSE OF THE ACOIDERT. 

The accident is attributed by the railroad 
people to the carelesness of the engineer of 
the Cincinnati express. It seems that the St. 
Louis train was behind time, and the students, 
in their anxiéty to reach Louisville in time for 
the performance which was to have been given 
at Masonic Temple, made arrangements to have 
their car side-trackod and hitched on to the 
Cincinnati fast express at Charlestown. The 
engineer of the express was directed to be on 
the lookout, but he failed and ran into the 
St. Louis express just as the students’ 
car was being uncoupled. Both éngineer 
and fireman saved themselves by jumping. 
The students insist that the accident was 
result of gross negligence, and will make heavy 
demands of the railroad company.

A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

Crehore’s experience in the wreck was fright- 
ful.

leg was broken in several places and a com- 
pound fracture of the hip-joint sustained. He 
was powerless to move in this perilous position.

He was suffering in- 
tensely, with a girdle of flames reaching 
all about bim, when he was discovered 
by some of the more fortunate members of 
the club and rescued. Before this could be done 
an ax had to be used to chop the seats apart. 
The fire was gaining rapid headway and 
threatened to roast the unfortunate passenger 
to death if relief was not speedy. A line was 
formed and bucketful after bucketful of water 
was dashed in the crackling flames. All this 
time Crebore was sufféring the most acute 
pain. Besides the broken limb and fractured 

hip-bone, he had been out in the head, and 

after his fruitless struggles to release himself 

he relapsed into a state of unconsciousness,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 6.—[{Special.]—Luke 
Clark, the most illustrious Fenian in Pennsyl- 
vania, died yesterday at Dunmore and was 
buried today. Although more than 80 years of 
age his rare powers of mind were unimpared. 

[Mr. Clark had taken a conspicuous part in Irish 
revolutionary affairs for more than half a century, 
and was tried for treason and sentenced to death 
by the British Government many yearsago. He 
managed to escape from prison, however, and came 
to this country. When the Fenian agitation was 
at its hight he was one of the trusted teu 
tenants of James Stephens, a fact which jed to the 
making of the charge a few years ago that he fur- 
nished the information which led to the arrest of 
the Head Centre. Clark showed conclusively that 
this charge was unfounded. He believed that Ire- 
land could never be freed except by physical force, 
and Was an ardent advocate of that doctrine, His 
principal possession was an old serap- book which 
he carried about with him, and in which he kept 
— the Irish Republic and newspaper elip- 
pings.

Congress has been in session more than a 
month and neither branch is yet organized. 
The House is not certain that it has any rules; 
the Senate bas not decided upon its permanent 
presiding officer. The Senate Republicans are 

by the candidacy of Anthony for 
the position of President protem. The embar- 
rassment is due to the condition of Anthony's 
heaith. Some of the new Senators gave notice 
in caueus that they did not feel bound by any 
of the supposed courtesies or traditions of the 
genato to vote for Mr. Anthony in his state of 
health, and would not do so unless his 
resignation should be tendered in advance, or 
a positive assurance given that he would not 
undertake to serve. The reason for this post- 
tion is, that, in the event that anything should 
happen to President Arthur and to Mr. An- 
thony, the Presidency would pass under the 
Constitutiongto the Speaker, and there would 
be no péwer to divest the Speaker of that of- 
doe. Anthony, happily, has much improved in 
health, but his most enthusiastic friends could 
scarcely expect that he would be able to per- 
form the duties of President of the Senate. 

THE RULES OF THE HOUSE. 

The House adopted the rules of the last Con- 
grees for two weeks. If the days of the recess 
are to be counted, the two weeks expired in 
wacation, and the House meets without rules. 
There was one feature of the rules of the last 
House which the Democrats promised to 
change in this Congress. It was the rule which 
was to prevent filibustering upon 
election cases. It was framed for the tempo- 
rary uses of the majority. Another point 
which the Democrats wished to have better 
guarded in the rules for this Congress was, 
that

, CERNUSCHI INDORSES JUDGE KELLEY. 
Wasninctron, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]— 
Henri Cernuschi, of France, has written to 
Judge Kelley indorsing his bill recently intro- 
duced in Congress to limit further the coinage 
of silver dollars. Cernuschi is an unqualified

A QUESTION FOR SECRETARY FOLGER. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.}—Seo-

retary Folger expects to decide during the 
coming week the question regarding the classi- 
fication of rice-meal, in which importers who 
supply the brewing trade are interested. Re- 
peated efforts have been made by large dealers 
to have broken rice classed with whole rice, in- 
creasing the duty nearly 100 per cent, and 
thereby enabling them to secure a monopoly of 


the trade. The opponents of the scheme have 
He presents the 
cases as follows: The present tariff jevies a 
duty upon rice cleaned of two and one- 
fourth cents per pound. On rice 
uncleaned, one and one-half cents; 
on paddy, IM: and on rice-flour and rice-meal, 
a®valorem, 20 per cent. Rice attains its high- 
est commercial value when the grains are 
whole, clean, and plump. When the grains are 
broken the value is reduced more than one- 
half. The broken rice is used in the manufact- 
ure of beer. Congress draws the line 
low duty between rice 

and rice not used fer 
food. Rice-meal, it is claimed, is rice 
80 broken as to be unfit for sale as food. The 
tariff law gives no definition of the articles 
taxed beyond the name known in commerce. 
Therefore the definition of men versed in the 
rice business must be accepted. Not being 
cleaned rice, it is plain, therefore, that broken 
rice must be classed as rice-meal or as an un- 
enumerated article, and in either case be sub- 
ject to a duty of 20 per cent ad valorem.

| SORGHUM-SUG. 
OFFICIAL REPORT AS TO EXPERIMENTS DUR- 
* ING THE LAST YEAR. 7 


WasmInGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—|New York 
Times. |—Prof. Collier, late Chemist of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and a firm believer 
in the practicability of producing sugar from 
sorghum in sufficient quantities and of a qual- 
ity to supply a great part of the demand for su- 
gar in this country, appears to have awakened 
the interest of the Agricultural Department in 
a subject about which it was supposed to have 
become somewhat inefficient. In a report 
which is going to be made public, Prof. Wiley, 
of the department, gives some interesting in- 
formation about the experiments with sor- 
ghum during the last year, and takes a more 
hopeful view of the subject than Commissioner 
Loring formerly held. He pronounces errone- 
ous the prevalent impression that every farmer 
may become his own sugar-maker. Sorghum, 
unlike sugar-beet, contains various non-crys- 
tallizable sugars the separation ot 
which demands much skill and 
sejentific knowledge. 
have to be made in large ‘factories. The 
existing factories have shown that it can be 
made, but how profitably or unprofifmbly can- 
not be stated by Prof. Wiley, who suggests that 
farmers near factories may, in effect, make 
their own sugar by raising the cane and trad- 
ing it at factories for sugar. Cane giving six- 
ty pounds of sugar per ton ought to bring the 
farmer thirty-five pounds, the rést of the sugar 
and molasses going to the manufacturer to pay 
expeuses and yield profit. The protitableness 
of making sugar from sorghum depends large- 
ly on utilizing all waste products. The scums 
and sediments make manure hardly inferior to 
guano. Bagusse, or crushed cane, can be 
turned into manure by being thrown into hog- 

ns, as at Rio Grande, N. J., or it will make a 
air quality of printing paper. It is not eco- 
mical to burn it. If the manufacture of 
um-sugar is proved to be profitable, it 
will result in supplying to a large extent our 
demand for sugar, but as sorghum makes a 
great deal more molasses in proportion to 
sugar than sugar-cane does, the Professor con- 
cludes that when there is enough sugar there 
will be a great deal more mo than can be 
disposed of. 

Prof. Wiley has made experimentally some 
fair samples of rum and alcohol from sorghum 
molasses. Under favorable circumstances one 
gallon of molasses weighing eleven pounds 
would give 2.75 pounds absolute alcohol. 3.03 
pounds of 90 per cent alcohol, and 5.5 whisky 
or rum. Thus each nof molasses would 
give nearly half a n of commercial alcohol 
and two-thirds of a gallon of whisky or rum. 
As it has been abundantly proved, he says, that 
sugar can be made from sorghum, the Govern- 
ment should make no further experiments in 


this direction. Prof. Wiley has tried the dif- 


fusion process, and finds it yields 20 per cent 
more sugar, but at a somewhat higher cost 
than grinding. The Government, de tBinks, 
should purchase machinery for large experi- 


ments in the diffusion process, and should raise 


its cane somewhere else than near Washington, 
as land here is expensive and not adapted to the 
purpose. The Government should also make ar- 
rangements with agricultural colleges or other 


ncies in various States for experimenting 


with sorghum-culture to determine what parts 
of the country are most favorable to the cult- 
ure of sugar-producing plants. Prof. Wiley

The crop in the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire on the whole is not 
as satisfactory as in Germany. It amounts to 
about 10,000,000 pounds. 1 

Reagan, Chairman of the Commerce Commit- 

tee of the House, says the House will pass a 
bill regulating railroad traffic this session. He 
does not think it can be passed by the Senate, 
however, until next session, but that indica- 
tions are strongly in favor of the bill becoming 
a law ultimately.

Prof, Swing Discourses on Faith, Whence 
Plows the Wide Stream of Religion 
and Morals. 


Life Will Be Full of Bitterness Until It Can 
Feel the Existence and Presence 
of God. 


Dr. Thomas Describes the Forces in the Moral 
Order of Things That Have Attracted 
Men to Christ. 


PROF. SWING. 

Christian Faith. 4 
Prof. Swing delivered the following discourse 
the Central Church yesterday: | 

These all died in faith.—Heb., 11-13. | 

Christianity did not originate the great doctrine 
of faith, it simply carried it onward and placed be- 
fore it an additional object—the Jesus of Nazareth. 
Belief in God was an original element in man’s nat- 
ure. As Christ came not to make a new world but 
only to develop the one long before created by the 
Almighty—not to create love, or justice, or piety, 
but only to nurse those languiéhing plants up to a 
perfect vigor—so he did not come to reveal to so- 
ciety an unknown good called faith, but simply to 
fan an eld spark and smoke into a flame. Itis a 
commendatiun of the Christian religion the 
great moral truths of the human race drifted to- 
ward it, and finally found in it a permanent home. 
As the many forms of mental progress come by 
plecemeal as the ages pass, and are finally gathered 
ub into a great people like the English or the 
Americans, and form a more complete character, 60 
have the truths of 10,000 scattered worshipers de- 
come more and more purified in long times, and 
have gained admittance at lust into the New Testa- 
ment. But Christianity is more than a confluence 
of many rivers—that confluence being only one 
fraction of its worth. 

Great among these mighty truths is faith. It is 
the life of all the other doctrines, and resembles the 
soul or vital principle of man’s body. However 
symmetrical or delicately fashioned a body, with- 
out the inner mystery of life it is only a corpse. 
Thus gather together the common doctrines of re- 
ligion as taught by the many denominations, and, 
however proportionate and logical, they are poor 
things unless faith is present to make their beau- 
tiful bodies live and move: What could be more 
impressive than the ba p in a stream if only the 
héarts of all engaged in the service were assured 
that one of those present was the invisible God, 
that the dedication and vows were made absolutely 
to Him! But man looks and sees the banks of 
a river, the throng of worshipers, and sees 


the candidate for divine honors go down into the. 


waters while the notes of a hymn fill the air; and 
while there are mingled solemnity and beauty the 
scene is all within the physical landscapes of earth. 
The assemblage disperses. with the feelings of 
every-day life and experience. Faith alone can 
bring out all the rich colors Of that hour on the 
banks of a modern Jordan. At that touch the scene 
becomes thrilling. The multitude become the 
children of Christ, the forest whispers of a divine 
presence, the hymn seems taken up by angels over 
the tops of the trees, the faces of the men and the 
women and of the interested children seem to glow 
with the light of another world. Or select the doc- 
trine and practice of prayer. When the air seems 
empty of a Heavenly Father, and when the uni- 
verse seems/only an assemblage of materials and 
chemical forces, no service is more wearisome to 
— and heart than prayer, Its words sound 


those spoken in t- m 
one’s self, and the praying one feels ashamed that 
words have thus been offered to one’s own ear; but 
the instant faith enters the scene all is changed 
from barrenness to beauty; for to what being could 
one speak with so much blessedness as to God! The 
audience of Kings, of all the mighty of earth, is of 
little worth in comparison with this pleading with 
God. He is the Creator and Father and Savior of 
the world, and when the soul of man can go to his 
presence and pour out its sorrows or its gratitude 
it has reached the sublimest form of speech andan 
audience the wisest and most loving. 

Thus faith is not so mucha doctrine as the in- 
most soul of all the ideas and practices which are 
assembled around the name of Christ or the Crea- 
tor. Religion isan imitation, a solemn play upon 
a stage, until faith comes upon the scene and trans- 
forms the drama into life. At its coming the 
Christ again walks upon the grass and flowers 

and also the thorns of our earth; His words are 
audible in the silent night; His outline 
is seen in the Garden of Olives; His 
tears fall, He approaches, judgment-seat of 
Pilate; He moves slowly up. vary; He is lashed 
to the cross; the heavens grow black; He dies; He 
is borne to a tomb; He rises from the dead; He is 
crowned King of the Soul. Belief is that grand mo- 
ment when a dream of glory begins to be fulfilled. 
Saved indeed will be the soul that sees the whole 
world of religion as being a blessed reality! 

A quality in this mortal life lies in its being con- 
ceived of as a sweet reality. We know the reality 
of the ocean, and the hills, and the fields. We are 
not afraid tospeak of their greatness or charm, 
for we know they will remain in the realm of reality 


and will not on the morrow turn into a chimera of 


the brain. So the friends see and love are real- 
ities. They will take us the hand. The mother 
can take up in her arms her child and shower her 
words and kisses upon it as a beloved reality. With 
its light and shadow, its birds and blossoms, its 
fields and houses, its ornaments, and homes, and 
friends, and pursuits, and happiness, how real is this 
rolling world! The triumph of humanity will 
come when it shall have the Kingdom of God as 
realas the kingdom of time; for if the reality of 
our little planet is so rich in comfort and apsolute 
‘joy what will be the blessedness of that soul or age 
which shall rest as 
God | 

The most of the Christian centuries diverted this 
majestic river from its natural channel, and would 


not permit it to enrichen the whole field of human 


life. They thought faith meant an adherence to 
their articles. Thousands were put to death for 
not believing, and yet they died singing their hymns 
and trusting in the Savior; died because faith was 
not 4 realizing of the whole spirit-land, a making 
an immediate fact of God and Christ and duty, but 
it was an espousal of certain articles. Thus was 
the soul of all religion removed from its high office 
and made to be a menial at the door of some 
Soon it came to pass that even 
atheists were thought true to the faith, 
and the most wicked men were reckoned among 
the faithful. Thus the very river of life became a 
muddy brook flowing toward a sickly marsh rather 
than to the sublime ocean. Looking into that mis- 
taken period we perceive that all the martyrs, Cath- 
olic and Protestant, put to death for not being 
faithful were the ones who possessed the most of 
that good, the ones who saw the perfect reality of 
the Creator and a world to come. All the martyrs 
died for being better Christiaus those who put 
them to death. | 
But the human race has survived the cruelty of 
itself, and has read better the meaning of words. 
It is less careful about dogmas, and would be fully 
‘satisfied if all its millions were as near to God as 
they are to each other. What is demanded ig a 
prayer and a hzmn and a conduct affected deeply 
by the actuality of the Almighty—a reality instead 
of a form. | | 
Salvation by faith is a salvation by being and not 
by seeming. Under its power man does not argue 
in favor of the existence of God; he lives near 


Him; he does not debate s0 much as love; he dis- 


misses conjecture and finds perfect peace in an es- 
tablished heart. This is made an important move 
for man, because God is the greatest of all objects, 
and to feel that he is near is to live in the court of 
the King of Kings. Giyen a highly-cultivated mind 
—a mind able to extract the honey from the sur- 
rounding fields, and the greater and richer the field 
the greater the opportunity of the mind. The 
servant of Washington or may not have 
been transformed by their service, not because their 
masters were not great, but because the servants 
had minds too dull to,measure their surroundings.

the conclusion that faith 1 
us in the lust hour; but the perfe« 
dor of civilization will come when belief shall be- 
gin near the cradle and progress to the grave. All 
that man’s life now gemands is this assurance that 
God is near him and near all his; counting sins 
and virtues; ready to forgive or punish; near, not 
in barbarous. vengeance, but in the highest and 
most reasonable justice and in what is truly an in- 
Unit love. It is this absence of belief which cov- 
ers our fair land with crime, which makés so many 
; hands reach out for bribes, and which makes our 
Governments, local and general, abjects of general 
suspicion or well-defined contempt. All will 
admit that seme quality of manhood is want- 
ing. But money is with us, education is with us, 
taste is here, for never was the earth so 
full of beauty, but still a high form of civilization 
fails to come. Looking about our feet upon every 
side all things are here—except God. He alone is 
absent. Perhaps Heis not great enough to cause 
an absence which might be felt; but when we mark 
the greatness of the universe, when we study its 
myriads of worlds and suns, when we mark the in- 
genious and stupendous plan of the globes and of 
this planet, how its seasons come and pass, robes 
of snow succeeded by robes ot grass and flowers, 
and when we behold man dwelling in the midst of 
such an indescribable accompaniment, we cannot 
but feel that God omitted from human life will be 
greatly missed; and that at some point in the long 
pilgrimage the human heart will wish it had carried 
its Deity with it hidden away in holy place of 
the bosom. 

Living in faith and dying in faith must be a part 
of the natural destiny of man; fbr, being all des- 
tined to die with no possible exception, we shoald 
expect that the God who planned death did plan 
some kind of a soft pillow for our head. Along 
with our mortality must have come angel arms. We 
have kept the mortality, but have lost the angel of 
the night. Could we lose death also we should 
thus make amends, but we retain the sorrows of 
the flesh and have lost the rapture of the spirit. 

Thus faith presents itself as not a single idea of 
dogmatic or practical Christianity but as a founda- 
tion ofall else, a source whence flows the whole wide 
stream, not only of religion but of morals and of 
public welfare. It is to the mind what mind is to 
the body. As the mind takes possession of the 
frame-work and makes each nerve in the system 
respond to its wish, so faith enters the mind and 
gives a peculiar character to all the mental details 
of a day or of life. It is more visible in death 
than in the common days, for then the mind asks 
for its best assistance. So a mother’s love shines 
out when she or her child is dying, not because 
love begins in that sad hour, but because the tear- 
ing asunder of heart has turned a silence into elo- 
quence and tears. The death chambers of all the 
faithful hearts in the history of faith have only 
been a final expression of a trust which had col- 
ored gently but beautifully many preceding years. 
Monica, the mother of St. Augustine, was for many 
long summers as near to her God and to Jesus 
Christ as she was in those last days when she said 
to her son: Why should I stay longer in this 
world? I have seen my household all converted 
from darkness to light, and now why may I not 
wish to go to that world where my Lord dwells?” 

‘This willingness was in her heart when standing 
by a window the mother and son 12 looking out 


into a garden of fruits and flowers in Ostia—that 
place of resort where the classic Romans went to 
enjoy the shore of Ine sea. The wish was not born 
of the deformity’ of earth but of its beauty—a 
beauty which proclaimed to her the exceeding glory 
beyond. The thoughtran only afew days before 
the event, and when death came she said to her 
children, ‘‘ Where will you bury your mother?” 
Death had lost its sting. 

Fenelon and Mme. Guyonand a select few in 
the seventeenth century attempted to have life so 
pervaded by faith that nothing of these few years, 
however painful in the common estimate. should 
be a sorrow to them. Tliey denied the value of any 
doctrine or church—the only thing of value being 
peace in God. Mme. Guyon lived up to her the- 
ory. In the Bastile she found more happiness 
than many of us find out of it:

Butthese children of faith despised too much 
this world, and thus sunk one continent into ob- 
livion that they might lift up another. It is true 
the one sunken was the less; but though it be less 
than Heaven itis a mighty realm, and faith is to 
love itand adorn it and biess it in its government, 
and art and literature, and character and friend- 
ship, and streets and homes. ‘The seventeenth 
century was not broad enough for such a justice to 
both earth and Paradise. It was too near the fan- 
aticiem of the middle ages, and coming upon a new 
truth it lung away too much of the old.

rational explanation of the material universe, and 
to account even for the apparent irregularity in 
the celestial movements. But how does this law of 
gravity act? How can bodies separated by thou- 
sands of miles act one upon the other? The moon 
is the nearest body to our earth; and it is more 
than 200.000 miles away. It does not appear so 
strange that particles of matter brought together 
might adhere, as in iron, but how, or by what me- 
diam, does our earth reach out 200,000 miles and 
take hold of the moon? What long and unseen 
arms stretch across the awful space of 90,000,000 
miles and clasp hands forever between our earth 
and the sun ? We see no form, we hear no voice; 
between us and sun there is no 
visibie medium of connection, nothing 
but the thin air, and space, and 
the rays of light sogentie that they can fall upon 
the eyes of a child. And yet the planets, and the 
sun, and all the stars are bound togéther and held 
fast in their orbits by these finer siiken cords. 
But why, and how, no one knows. | 

Newton conjectured an etherial medium; Far- 


aday and Clerk Maxwell have introduced the idea of 


magnetic and electrical forces; and electricity is 

probably our nearest material approach to God, 

where all our questionings of Nature must at last 

st us, and in Whom and to hom alone all is 
ur. 

We have been thinking of gravity, of 
and repulsion as seen in the material universe. 
Let us now pass a step higher in the great order of 
things, and observe a similar though firmer law of 
attraction and repulsion as it appears in the world 
of mind and morals. 

There is, however, an intermediate link in the 
chain of being that it may be well to, note, as it 
leads up to and is related on one side to the action 
of this law in its highest sphere. 

We speak of the one inclusive term, gravity, as 
holding and binding all matter, homogeneous and 
heterogeneous, when particles are insensibly con- 
nected, or sensibly separated by great distances. 
But inside of this general law of gravity there are 
tiner differentiating of chemical affinities and re- 
pulsions; and inside of this again are the still 
finer laws of vital affinities. These work along 
upon their several planes, and by their wholly un- 
known methods and secrets give us as the result 
the endlesly diversified world of life and beauty 
in grass and plant, and tree and insect, and bird 
and animal. The same earth, and air, and moist- 
ure, and sunlight are taken up by these inscruta- 
dle laws of life and worked out into these amazing 
results of form, and color, and quality; and this 
not once only, but the marvel is neing repeated 
over and over again and again forever. 

Now, inside again of the higher workings of 
this Law of attraction and repulsion’ as it comes 
up into sentient life—into the life of animals and 
men—we find it appearing upon the still 
higher plane of what may be called the attractions 
and repulsions of the feelings. The appetite is at- 
tracted to foods and drinks that are agreeable to 
the sense of taste. The olfactory nerves are de- 
lighted with sweet odors. And now a step higher, 
and the eye is pleased with the beautiful in form 
and color and the ear is drawn to music. 

And here in this finer world of the senses, and 
through these the related intellect, we find this law 
of attraction and repulsion working out in the ef- 
forts of mankind HF pg food that is pleasant to 


the taste, sounds that delight 
the ear, and a beauty may feast 
the eyes. And m this ~pursuit they 


are helped not only by attraction, but by its re- 
verse side, repulsion. We cast away the coarse 
and nauseous in food; we fight inst offensive 
odors; we try to work out of our music all discords 


that offend the ear; we beautify 
our city and homes by covering up 
the unsightly, by b in all we 


know or care of art. And closely related to the 
sense of the beautiful and to music is the sense of 
the perfect. We are pained at the sight of the con- 
tinuously incomplete or the unfinished, as a foun- 
dation without a building, or a house without a 
roof. The eye is not pleased to lock at a crooked 
wall, or a leaning tower, or anything out of shape 
or just proportion; and over against the deformed 
and the defective rises up the ideal of the finished 
and the perfect, and to the attainment ofthese we 
are drawn, and in the realization we find happi- 
ness. 

Risinga step higher again, we find the same law 
in the affections and the moral sentiments. The 
affections may be traced down to 4 point so low 
that they are hardly distinguishable from the appe- 
tites—when their God is their belly’’; when love 
centres upon appetite; or when true affection is 
almost lost in low passion. But above these come 
attachments, as of business acquaintance and in- 
terests; and above these are found friendshi 
among neighbors and old acquaintances; and th 
higher still is found the love we carry one for the 
other; the love born of similar pursuits and tastes: 
born of kindness and sympathy in times of need; 
and deeper than these, the love of husband and 
wife, and parent and child, and brothers and sis- 
ters inthe home. And over all these we lift up the 
flag of our country and the symbols of our religion 
and love them, because they gather up and shelter 
all these other treasures that the heart holds dear. 
And hence we comé to love the great qualities and 
principles in mankind that we gall patriotism, and 


liberty, and courage, and fidelity, because these 


Stand as the inner and the outer sentinels and de- 
fense of home, and country, and religion. 

And, O! who can tell the depth and the tender- 
ness of love? Who can tell its power to endure, to 
suffer, to conquer? Under the blessedness of this 
holy inspiration fathers and mothers toil all the 
years of life away that their children may have 
bread; that they may go to school; that they may 
come to honor in the world. Under the strange en- 
thusjasm of patriotism soldiers go forth to suffer 
and te die nor think the sacrifice too great. We 
see not the hidden arms of gravity that reach out 
and gather up millions of suns, nor do we see the 
mystic chords vibrate as one when young and 
loving hearts beat across the great ocean that lies 
between. And could we see all the lines that love 
has drawn, and the paths over which love travels, 
they would be more, and longer, and thicker than 
all the roads and wires th come into our 
city and traverse the country; more than 
all the ships upon the lakes and seas; 
and they will go to every home, and every cradle 
and sleeping babe, and follow every wandering 
child and wayward hus ; they would cross 
every mountain and river and ocean, and reach to 
every sick bed, and halt at every grave: aye, leav- 
ing the grave, hope takes up their lives and carries 
them away intothe unseen world. Such is the 
magnetism—the attraction—of love. And over 
against all this is the repulsion, the loathing, the 


turning away from jealousy, and perfidy, and de- 


sertion, and from cowards and traitors. 

We have already followed this law far into the 
realm of mora:s and religion; and here we find it 
ever present and active. Here we find the divine 
attractions traveling along the lives of the useful, 
and the beautiful, and the true; we find it in the 
great principles of justice, and love, and mercy, 
and we find it concreted in the lives of the most 
noble and worthy of our earth. Religion, in its 
truest and best conception, is the thought of 
the best; the thought of a perfect God, 
who is our Father, the th ht of the 
best truth, and justice, and love, and liberty con- 
creted, realized, actualized, lived in the everyday 
experience and duties of life. Innocence in youth; 
purity and strength in womanhood and manhood; 
gentieness, ripeness, peace, and hope in old age 
and death. And whatever men may think of this 
or that creed, or church, or preacher, they respect, 
they admire, they are drawn to such a life and to 
such a religion. And there are none so low but if 
they permit their better natures tos they are 
repelled by the low, and the vile, and the mean in 
principle or in practice. 

We have thus seen the law of attraction in its 
universal sway grasping and holding all worlds; 
and then in chemistry draining and repelling differ- 
ent elements; and in vital affinities giving possi- 


bility and form of all life. We have seen the same 


law on the higher planes of the senses, and the 
sentiments, and , and rising at last to the 
field of morals and religion. And we are now 
at a point where we may with a larger 
understanding and a clearer realization, step into 
the full ight and meaning of these wonder-words 
of Jesus in the text: And I, if I be lifted up from 
the earth, will draw all men unto Myself.” 

The torm of power indicated in the thought of 
“ drawing is finer and more noble than would be 
in driving. Even if it bea compulsion at last it is 
more noble to compel by persuasion, by conviction, 
by attraction, by winning, than by the lower com- 
pulsion of force that would apply to brutes rather 
than men. | 

All the other and lower forms of Nature and life 
had taken their obedient places in the great system 
of things before man came upon the scene at all, 
and his coming brought in a newand strange ex- 
ception to the orderly movements of everything 
else. Here was a being above all, and given do- 
minion over all; a being intrusted with the power 
and responsibility of self-government, and yet this 
higher and highest being fatled to rule himself.

SNAKE-DANCE. 
A Horrible Religious Rite of the Moqu 
Indians. 


The Moqui Indians have a peculiar dance, 
known as the *‘ Snake-Dance,” of which the 
Albuquerque Journal gives tile following de- 
scription: 

“ This dance is a religious rite, and only oo 
ours at long intervals. Eight days before the 
time for the dance the men go out to hunt for 
the snakes. They take with them the sacred 
meal—meal which is chanted over, and over 
which the sacred rods are waved—and the sacred 
rod, a stick about five feet long, with a fork at 
the end. They take every snake which they 
find. When they find one they raise the stick 


when the snake starts to run, with the speed of 
the lightning’s flash they seize him behind the 
head and carry him to the pueblo, where they 
put him into a place called an estufu, which is 
a hole in the ground about ten feet deep, eight 
feet wide, and fifteen feet long, and which is 
covered all over, except a round hole in the 
centre. They r the estufu by a ladder. 
As soon as the is left in the estufu, they 
go out and hunt for more snakes, wien the 
same thing is repeated. One-half of the estufu 
is raised about one foot higher than the other, 
and in this end the snakes are kept by the 
snake-herders; in the other is the altar, which 
is about six teet square, painted on the floor in 
aifferent colors. around which are hundreds of 
huge serpents painted, and at one end of which 
is the snake-god, a horrible clay image. Around 
the altar. at equal intervals. are the rain-stakes, 
thirty-three in number—round stakes one inch 


any one brings in a snake he goes to the altar, 
breathes over one of these rainetakes, and 
calls on the snake-god to bring rain. Should 


none come in their own name 0befo 
noon ‘of the eighth day, the tbirty- 
three oldest men of the tribe 


take the rain stakes, go half a mile to the east, 
and in the name of their squaws implore the 
rain-god to send rain; and each one digs a bole, 
lays iu his rain-stake, puts in a littie sacred 
meal, and buries them, and returns at precise- 
ly high noon of the eighth day. All who have 
not found any snakes bury their sacred rods 
witb a little sacred meal and return to the pu- 
eblo, where all must be by 1 o'clock, where 
they will wash their hair with the soap 


plant, after which all go (the men 
only) into another estufu 
where they through a series of 


god, which is set up atthe end of the estufu. 
After this they drink a decoction prepared 
from herbs and foots, and whieh sometimes 
makes them very sick, and which they think 
will protect them from the venom of the snakes 
should any bite them, but which will not pro- 
tect them, as those who are bitten die. Mean- 
while the snake-herder are collecting the 
snakes, which he says number several hundred, 


skin sacks, the others into common sacks. 

The dance ground is a smooth piece of ground 
about sixteen feet in diameter, in the centre of 
which is the sacred rock; on one side is the 
snake-shade, a place about four feet square. 
with walls on three sides about four feet high, 
and a curtain hung in front, in frout of which 
is a flat board or ‘stick. At a given signal 
eighteen men from the second estufu quickly 
ascend the ladder and rush to the dance- 
ground. The snake-herders bring out the 
snakes and empty them into the 
snake-shade, where they are kept by 
the herders with sticks. The eight 
een men rush three times around the 
sacred rock, stopping each time in front of the 
snake-shade, and stamping three times ou the 
board or timber in front of the snake-shade. 
Eighteen old women and eighteen maidens form 
a circle around the outside of the dance-ring, 
each with a dish of the sacred meal, eighteen 
other menrush out, each with a stick two feet 
long, on the endof which are three sacred 
feathers tied; they wave them above the 
snake-shade three uh time making 
a loud, hissing sound like the hissing 
of ‘a nt. The tirst eighteeu 
men then form a line, the right resting close to 
the snake-shade; the other eighteen form ia 
front of them; the curtain is quickly drawn 
aside; the herder stirs up the snakes with his 
stick; all the women shout. 


snakes and grabs them with dis mouth; the 
man opposit to him seizes him around the 
waist with one arm: with the other hand he 
waves the stick and feathers in the tace of the 
snakes to attract them. The man with his 
mouth full of snakes rushes madly around 
the ring, supported by the other one as 
a partner, who is waving the stick and 
feathers all the time. As be passes the women, 
ench one throws the sacred mea! on the snakes. 
Meanwhile each man is seizing a handful of 


being doue in a moment, each one having his 
partner with the feathers, and all rushing 
around; the snakes writhing in contortions, 
the rattlesnakes rattling, the copperhead and 
bull snakes hissing; the women shouting 
and throwing sacred meal; the whole 
forming one of the most revolting 
and unearthly sounds and sights that a 
man ever beheld. They rash around the ring 
three times, when the snakes are dumped b 

the sacred rock. He says besaw one man wi 

five snakes in his mouth, one of which was a 
rattlesnake four feet long. One rattlesnake 
caught one of the men by the neck; his part- 
ner seized it by the he and picked ft back. 
Another caught a man by the side of the head 
and could hardly be jerk@ back. If the snakes 
are not all taken out of the snake-shade, 
another lot go through the same thing until all 
the snakes are carried three times around the 


ring. 

At the conclusion of the dance the eighteen 
maidens form a ring with the sacred meal 
about six feet in diameter; the cighteen old 
women form two lines across the ring at right 
angles with the sacred meal; every man who 
can get one catches a snake, throws it 
into the ring, and herdets keep them 
there until the sun is just out of sight, 
when every man again rushes into the 
ring, seizes a snake, and all run as 
fast as they can towards the four points of tho 
com pass tor balf a mile. when they are propped 
up and let go, and all return to the dancing 
ground, where they wave the sacred rod over 
the men who are bitten, chant, and invoke the 
suake-god to save them. And so ends this 
frighttul and borribie orgie. Of course those 
who are bitten die; but the only wonder is that 
so few are bitten, as many of the snakes are 
rattlesnakes:

| A Great Bridge. | 
BARTFoRD, Conn.. Jan. 6.—(Special.)—The 
Thames River, between New London and Gro- 
ton, is to be spanned by a large railroad bridge 
to supplant the great ferry-boat which for 
years has transferred the Sbore Line trains on 
that rote between New York, Providence, and 
Boston. The bridge will be built at the joint 
expense of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford and the Providence & Stonington Rail- 
roads. It will be only two miles be- 
low the naval station on the Thames. 
The bridge will have iron piers, will cost $7u0,- 
000, and with land damages, approaches, etc., 
81.250.000. of which the Providence & Stouing- 
ton Railroad, it is reported, will pay two-thirds. 
The erection of this bridge will lead to the ex- 
tension of the Norwich & Worcester Division 
of the New York & New England Railroad from 
Allyu's Point, the present terminus on the east 
bank of the Thames, down to Groton, where 
there are fine wharf facilities for the boats 
connecting for New York.
